THE  MODERN 
CONUNDRUM 

Feature  by  James  Sego 


James*  last  article  for  the  ILNA  Coin  Digest  authoritatively  explored  the  rarity 
and  value  of  business  strike  Eisenhoiver  Dollar  Coins  in  the  highest  available 
grades.  Is  finding  value  only  about  splitting  bairs  on  the  virtually  imperceptible 
flaws  between  the  highest  echelons  of  mint  state  coins  amongst  modern  issues? 
James  sensibly  addresses  the  question  of  value  in  Modern  U.S.  coinage  as  we 
consider  The  Modern  Conundrum.  This  article  first  appeared  in  Coin  Dealer 
Newsletter  Monthly,  February,  2012.  It  is  reprinted  here  with  permission. 


Are  modern  coins  for  real?  Are  they  rare,  valuable  and  worthy  of  their  classic 
numismatic  counterparts?  First  a few  definitions,  the  answers  to  which  are  not 
always  straight  forward. 


CONUNDRUM 

1 )  a riddle  whose  answer  is  or  involves  a pun 


2)  a question  or  problem  having  only  a conjectural  answer 


3)  an  intricate  and  difficult  problem 


The  Modern  Conundrum  could  be  all  three!  Before  discussing  the  conundrum 
we  need  a definition  of  what  constitutes  a modern  coin.  There  is  considerable 
debate  as  to  which  coins  are  modern  and  which  are  not.  Some  argue  that  any 
coin  minted  after  1 964  is  modern.  Some  include  Franklin  Half  Dollars.  Others 
include  any  series  currently  being  minted. 


In  a broad  sense-  and  from  my  perspective-  modern  coins  encompass  any  coin 
produced  after  1 964  (including  Commemoratives,  Bullion  coins,  American  Eagles 
& Sets),  Lincoln  Memorial  Cents  1 959  to  present  and  post  1 950  proof  coins.  In 
this  broad  definition,  I would  further  delineate  moderns  into  two  sub-groups. 

1)  Contemporary  Moderns  which  would  include  coiiijs^ 
produced  by  the  mint  of  which  virtually  all  examples 
are  of  extraordinary  quality. 

• Modern  Commemoratives  from  1 982  to  present^ 

• All  Bullion  American  Eagles,  Buffalos,  etc. 

• All  Satin  Einish  coins  specially  produced 
for  collectors  and  issued  directly  by  the  mint 
to  the  collecting  public 

• All  proof  coins  produced  from  1 950  to  date

THE  CASE  EOR  MODERN  COINS 


There  are  many  truly  rare  modern  coins;  many  of 
which  are  statistically  rarer,  however,  sell  for  multiples  less  than  the  classic  rarities. 
Take  for  example  the  recently  sold  1975  "No  S"  Proof  Roosevelt  Dime  which 
auctioned  for  nearly  $350,000.  There  are  only  two  known  examples  of  this  "No 
S"  Proof  Dime.  Compare  that  to  a 1 91 3 Liberty  Nickel,  of  which  five  examples 
are  known.  The  most  recently  sold  1913  Liberty  Nickel  (April,  2013)  changed 
hands  for  an  amount  over  $3.1  Million  Dollars-  about  nine  times  the  value  of 
the  modern  "No  S"  Proof  Dime,  a coin  which  has  a 60%  lower  population!

There  are  other  examples  of  super  low  mintage  coins  in  the  modern  genre.  One  is 
the  1 968  ''No  S"  Proof  Roosevelt  Dime,  of  which  approximately  25-30  are  known. 

I sold  the  Discovery  Set  about  four  years  ago  for  well  over  $35,000.  Compare 
that  to  the  price  of  an  1 894-S  Barber  Dime  with  a known  mintage  of  24.  The  last 
sale  of  an  1 894-S  Dime  (just  before  press  time)  was  of  an  amount  slightly  over 
$2,000,000.  That's  about  60  times  the  value  of  the  modern  counterpart. 

With  Classic  Moderns  there  are  numerous  grade  rarities.  Eisenhower  Silver  Dollars 
provide  one  example.  Only  70  clad  Ikes  have  been  graded  in  MS67  or  better  at 
PCGS,  and  five  dates  have  yet  to  see  a single  example  graded  in  MS67  at  PCGS. 
This  is  a paltry  0.19  percent  of  all  graded  clad  Ikes.  Compare  that  to  Morgan 
Silver  Dollars  of  which  0.31  percent  have  been  graded  MS67.  Prices  on  these 
modern  MS67  examples  bring  multiples  of  what  common  date  Morgan  MS67's 
command,  and  are  easily  sold  to  a waiting  list  of  eager  customers.  There  are 
numerous  similar  examples  across  the  other  Classic  Modern  series.

Demand  is  strong  for  modern  coins.  Take  for  example  the  25th  Anniversary  Silver 
Eagle  Sets  from  201 1 . The  US  Mint  announced  that  only  1 00,000  sets  would  be 
produced.  Two  of  the  five  coins  in  those  sets  (Reverse  Proof  and  S-Mint)  were 
unique.  Thus,  two  of  the  five  coins  have  a total  mintage  of  just  1 00,000,  a low 
mintage  by  any  standard.  The  initial  issue  price  for  a 25th  Anniversary  Set  was 

$299.95.  The  entire  issue  sold  out  within  six  hours 
and  demand  pushed  prices  to  over  $900  within 
weeks  of  the  issue  date.  They  have  since  come 
down  somewhat  in  price.  However,  raw  sets 
(at  the  time  this  is  being  written)  are  currently 
trading  for  around  $650.  That's  a handsome 
return  for  those  col  lectors  and  dealers  who  were 
able  to  acquire  them  from  the  mint.

Even  within  Contemporary  Moderns,  all  coins  are  not  created  equally.  Many  low 
mintage  Modern  Commemoratives  and  bullion  coins  have  premiums  significantly 
above  their  intrinsic  Silver,  Gold  or  Platinum  value.  Examples  include: 

• A 1997-W  Jackie  Robinson  $5  Gold  Commemorative  in  MS69  is  CDN 
Greysheet  bid  priced  at  about  $2350  (May  24,  2013).  By  comparison  the 
1996-W  Smithsonian  $5  Gold  Commemorative  in  MS69  bids  at  $520.  The 
difference?  Mintages.  There  were  only  5,174  Robinson's  minted,  but  9,068 
of  the  Smithsonian's. 

• As  an  example  of  a conditional  rarity  in  Modern  Silver  Commemoratives, 
consider  the  1989-D  Congress  Bicentennial  and  1991-D  Mount  Rushmore 
Mint  State  Half  Dollars.  Both  have  similar  mintages- 1 63,753  for  the  Congress 
and  1 72,754  for  Mt.  Rushmore.  However,  the  Congress  in  MS70  is  nearly 
twice  the  price  of  the  Mt.  Rushmore  coin  in  the  same  condition. 

• 2004-W  $50  Proof  Platinum  Eagle.  Only  5,063  of  these  were  minted.  Asa  result 
these  coins  sell  for  a significant  premium  over  other  dates  in  the  series. 

• 1 994  and  '96  $50  MS70  Gold  Eagles  sel  I for  more  than  six  times  the  price  of  the 
least  expensive  MS70  in  the  series.  Clearly  these  coins  are  a condition  rarity. 

As  you  can  see,  there  are  some  truly  rare  modern  coins  and  numerous  condition 
census  rarities.  Prices  of  many  modern  coins  seem  notably  undervalued  when  the 
actual  numbers  of  coins  minted  are  compared.  Are  these  coins  really  undervalued? 
The  bottom  line:  There  is  a thriving,  robust  market  for  rare,  low  mintage  and 
desirable  modern  coins.

THE  CASE  AGAINST  MODERN  CO! NS: 

Most  modern  coins  were  produced  by 
the  hundreds  of  millions  or  billions. 

With  these  numbers  how  could  they 
ever  be  considered  rare?  Bags  and  rolls 
and  hoards  abound.  It  is  as  if  there  is  a 
never  ending  supply.  Many  modern  coins 
have  no  numismatic  premium,  even  in 
Uncirculated  condition. 

One  could  argue  that  aesthetic  appeal  is  lacking  in  modern  coins.  Modern 
designs  are  artistically  anemic  when  compared  to  classic  Seated  Liberty,  Barber 
or  the  artistic  coinage  of  the  early  twentieth  century.  The  latter  includes  some  of 
the  most  beautiful  US  coinage  ever  minted  including  the  Saint-Gaudens  Double 
Eagle  and  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar. 

The  metals  of  modern  coins  are  mostly  non  precious  with  no  intrinsic  value. 
Clad,  Nickel  and  Copper  have  very  little  value.  Yes  there  are  Gold  and  Silver 
coins  in  the  Contemporary  Modern  series;  however,  the  majority  of  them  trade 
at  levels  very  near  their  intrinsic  metal  content  value.  Some  of  these  are  low 
mintage  yet  still  trade  at  their  intrinsic  metal  content.  Examples  would  include 
the  Presidential  Spouse  half-ounce  .9999  Cold  series  and  the  recently  issued 
America  The  Beautiful  five  ounce  Silver  bullion  coins. 

Most  Contemporary  Modern  coins  are  produced  with  impeccable  quality  and 
held  by  collectors  in  the  same  condition  as  mint  state.  These  issues  when  graded 
average  MS69-  near  perfect,  along  with  many  perfect  examples.  Compare  the 
bounteous  supply  of  exceptional  modern  coins  with  classic  coins;  only  a handful 
of  coins  in  several  series  have  examples  grading  as  high  as  MS69. 

When  it  comes  to  price,  most  MS69  or  PR69  examples  trade  at  the  same  value 
as  their  raw  counterparts.  When  it  comes  to  MS70  or  PR70  examples,  many 
trade  at  multiples  of  their  MS69  and  PR69  counterparts.  Some  are  certainly  rare 
when  it  comes  to  populations;  however  the  difference  in  quality  is  normally 
extremely  minimal.  Think  about  it,  an  MS69  or  PR69  coin  is  by  definition  virtually 
perfect.  Should  one  really  place  a significant  premium  in  the  absence  of  one 
miniscule  inark  on  an  otherwise  ''perfect"  coin? 

PRiCE  VALUE  AND  GRADiNG  SERVICES: 

True  value  (price)  is  a blend  of  rarity  (how  many  exist),  condition  (what  grade  is  it), 
and  demand  or  popularity  (how  many  people  care).  Compare  Liberty  Seated  Silver 
Dol lars  to  Morgan  Silver  Dol lars,  and  you  see  very  quickly  that  demand  for  Moi);ans 
drives  price,  even  though  virtually  all  dates  are  in  plentiful  supply  in  almost  any

condition.  With  moderns  it's  no  different.  Lincolns  and  the  larger  coins  are  those 
in  the  greatest  demand,  and  supply  of  high-grade  coins  is  certainly  minimal. 

There  is  a significant  difference  in  the  marketplace  for  comparably  graded  coins  by 
the  various  grading  services.  The  two  major  services  (PCGS  and  NGC)  account  for 
the  bulk  of  modern  graded  coins,  yet  there  may  be  significant  variations  in  values 
of  coins  they  grade-  particularly  in  the  MS/PR70  condition  and  for  condition 
census  grades.  Both  services  have  set  registries  allowing  collectors  to  compare 
their  collections  to  others.  Set  registries  put  significant  demand  pressure  on  "top 
pop"  coins.  In  most  modern  series,  the  value  of  PCGS  "top  pop"  coins  is  quite 
a bit  higher  than  the  NGC  counterpart.  My  experience  is  that  PCGS  is  a fraction 
tougher  on  moderns  than  NGC,  and  that  difference  is  reflected  in  values.

MY  PERSONAL  PERSPECTIVE 

There  is  no  way  to  argue  with  rarity,  demand  and  price.  I believe  that  true  rarities- 
whether  in  classic  or  modern  coinage-  will  continue  to  be  in  strong  demand  for 
many  years.  The  mint  certainly  isn't  making  more  1 975  "No  S"  Dimes  or  1 895 
Morgans.  Yes,  more  condition  census  moderns  will  be  graded  in  future  years. 
However,  at  the  current  price  levels,  if  high-grade  coins  were  "easy"  to  make,  then 
one  could  argue  that  more  coins  would  have  already  been  made.  The  relative 
population  levels  of  condition  census  coins  have  remained  relatively  constant 
to  the  overall  number  of  coins  graded.

When  it  comes  to  the  Contemporary  Modern  coins,  I always  ask  clients  this 
question:  What  is  the  difference  is  between  a 69  and  a 70?  They  look  at  me  with 
a blank  stare,  until  I tell  them  the  answer...  it's  the  price.  The  next  question  is:  Do 
you  really  want  to  invest  heavily  for  an  almost  imperceptible  difference  in  quality? 
I will  certainly  sell  clients  70's  if  they  want  them,  with  the  caveat 
not  represent  the  best  long  term  investment. 

As  with  any  coin,  always  buy  the  coin  and  not  the 
holder.  That  applies  to  all  classifications  of  coins.  B 
coins  you  like  and  want  to  collect.  If  they  go  up  in 
value  consider  yourself  fortunate;  if  they  go  down 
in  value,  at  least  you'll  enjoy  owning  them. 


CONCLUSION 


There  is  certainly  considerable  debate  about  modern 
coins  and  their  value.  One  can  clearly  argue  both  sides. 

What  is  undeniable?  Truly  rare  and  valuable  coins  were  producecf^tRe  Mint  after 
1 965.  There  are  also  numerous  condition  census  coinsthatcarry  a huge  premium. 
Time  will  tell  us  the  answer  to  the  Modern  Conundrum.  My  bet  is  that  most  of  the 
truly  rare  modern  coins- whether  absolute  rarities  or  condition  census  coins- will 
continue  to  increase  in  value  as  more  collectors  realize  their  true  rarity.

ROLL  CALL 

Secretary  John  Schikora  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:02pm.  Also  in  at- 
tendance were  Treasurer  Bill  Burd,  Chairman  of  the  Board  Steve  Butler,  Board 
Members  Jim  Paicz,  Brian  Jaskierski,  Tim  Guest,  Brian  Heil,  Joyce  Paicz,  Bruce 
Perdue  and  Richard  Prouty.

PRESlDENrS  REPORT 

John  Schikora  read  a memo  from  Steve  Harrison  regarding  the  ordinance  that 
was  passed  by  the  City  of  Chicago  which  requires  precious  metal  buyers  and 
coin  dealers  to  hold  any  items  purchased  for  a period  of  30  to  60  days  and 
reporting  personal  information  of  the  sellers  of  the  items.

ILNA  will  be  kept  informed  as  committee  meetings  move  forward.
